Bloodiest Battle of the Century Won 
Methuen's Column in Driving Boers 
From Modder River.

At Daybreak British Confronted Whole Boer Force 
Strongly Entrenched and Ten Hours of Des- 
perate Hard Fighting Followed. 

*' Most Trying in the Annals of the British Army " the Grave 
Report of Victorious General— Bayonet Charge Once 
More Decided the Day.

London, Nov. 29.— The war olllce has 
received the following despatch from 
Gen. Buller dated Capetown, Tuesday, 
November 

Gen. Mctliuen reports from Mod'der 

River, Tuesday, November 2K; "Recon- 
noitering at 5 a.m.. the enemy's position 
on the river Moddc'r found them strongly 
entrenched and concealed. There was no 
means of outflanking them, the. river 
being full. 

"Action commenced with artillery, 
mounted infantry and cavalry at 5:30. 
The Guards were on the right and the 
Ninth Brigade on the left. 

"The force attneked the position in 
widely extended formation at 0;30 and 
supported by the artillery, found itself 
in front of the whole Boer force. 8.000 
strong, with two large guns, four 
Krupps, etc. 

"The Naval Brigade rendered great as- 
sistance from the railway. 

"After desperate hard lighting which 
lasted 10 hours, our men, without witter 
or food, and in the burning sun, made 
the enemy quit his position. 

"Gen. Pole-Cnrew was successful in 
getting a small party across the river, 
gallantly assisted by 300 Sappers. 

"I speak in terms of high praise of the 
conduct or till who were engaged in ono 
of the hardest and most trying lights in 
tli«' annals of the British army. If I 
can mention one arm particularly, il is 
the two batteries of artillery." 

METHUE>i TO THE QUEEN. 

London, Nov. 29. — A special despatch 
from Windsor says that Gen. Methuen's 
despatch to the Queen after the battle of 
Modder River, says: "The battle was 
the bloodiest of the century. The Brit- 
ish shelled the enemy out of the trenches 
and then charged. The result was ter- 
rible." 

COMMENT IN LONDON. 

London, Nov. 30. — 1 :30 a.m.— Twelve 
hours' reflection upon Lord .Methuen's 
brief despatch hat only served to increase 
public anxiety ami suspense. All kinds 
of speculation is indulged in. In the 
absence of any indications as to whether 
the Boers occupied the north or south 
bank of Modder river the best opinion 
inclines to the latter theory, and it is 
pointed out that the British imist have 
been utterly exhausted if they could not 
follow- up the fleeing Boers and crush 
them as the enemy crowded over the 
bridge, their compulsory line of rctrent. 

The Morning Bust's military correspon- 
dent, who lias usually shown great abil- 
ity, suggests thai the Boers are still on 
the south side of the river and that the 
bridge is in their hands, and he points out 
the great, danger to the small British 
force? who crossed on pontoons. 

The importance attached to this pon- 
tooning operation is proved by the fact 
thai Gen. Pole-Cnrew, one of the only 
two brigadier-generals was selected to 
superintend it. 

No word lias since arrived either from 
Lord Methuen, or from Nntnl. Specula- 
tion therefore is useless. It is believed 
Lord Methuen will be instantly reinforc- 
ed from Capetown by two battalions of 
infantry, a detachment of cavalry and a 
battery of artillery. 

Col, Albrecht, who is directing the 
work of the Boers in opposing Lord 
Methuen, was originally an olllcer in the 
Austrian army. He entered the Free 
State army and soon brought its artillery 



to n high state of efficiency. He is 
known as an able artillerylst and strate- 
gist. 

METHUEN'S SPLENDID WORK. 

As one correspondent describes it, the 
British are lighting "An omnipresent, 
but almost invinsible foe." 

Unstinted admiration is everywhere ex- 
pressed for the splendid work of Lord 
Methuen's column. With a force really 
inadequate, he has marched 53 cmiles and 
fought three battles within seven days. 

LARGER leOBCIC CCCLLBD FOIL 

The Times comments upon the fact 
that thus far the Boers have boon able 
to compel attacks by inadequate forces 
upon their well-chosen positions while 
keeping the initiative in their own bands. 
It says: "Ample numbers are our great- 
est need and the decision to send mil 
the Sixth Division has certainly not 
been taken too soon. Now that disloy- 
alty in Cape Colony has to be faced, 
even greater efforts will have to bo. made. 
The only wise course is to turn to ac- 
count the somewhat bitter lessons of tin- 
last six weeks and to employ a large 
factor of safely." 



HOW PARES LADYSMITH - 

Absolutely No News Since Advance oil 
Colenso Was Ordered— Delayed 
Reports ot Boer Assaults. 

Ludysmith, Monday, November 20- 
(By messenger to Mooi River).— All are 
well and cheerful. The Boers tire not 
shelling to-day and we have no fear that 
they will attack the town. Our position 
wo have made very strong, with redoubt 
and breastworks and we look forward 
confidently to the ultimate result." 

London, Nov. 30.— The Standard pub- 
lishes the following despatch from Lady- 
sniitb dated Tuesday, November 21: 
"Last Saturday I had :i whole sackful 
of any correspondence returned to me. 
showing the difficulty of communication 
with the outside world. 

"The Boers cannonade us almost daily 
but there have been few casualties. Evi- 
dently the object of the enemy is to ex- 
haust the spirits of the British troops by 
incessant harassing. The prospects •of 
the British advance from the smith im- 
pelled them to redouble their efforts. 
They are mounting more guns and draw- 
ing the lines of investment closer." 

There had been no news of any kind 
from Natal up to this afternoon since 
Gen. Boiler's message yesterday. Inde- 
pendent communications stop]>ed abruptly 
with the announcement that Gen. liihl- 
yard had been ordered to advance on 
Colenso. Therefore there is reasonable 
solicitude regarding the course of events 
since Monthly. 

While no credence is given to the rum- 
ors thai Ladysmith lias fallen, the scare 
serves to impress the public with the dan- 
ger of what is still within the bounds 
of possibility. Such a misfortune would 
probably produce a formidable revoll 
among the Cape Dutch. 

The Daily News says: "Whatever 
conies, we must, brace our nerves to meel 
it. Certainly to-day it looks as il" we hail 
before us it very stern and earnest strug- 
gle, before we se e our way clear to final 
victory." 



KEQUIEM POH SOLDIERS. 

Home, Nov. 29.— A requiem muss was 
celebrated in the English <'utliolie 
church here to-day for the repose of souk 
of the slain in South Africa. The uhurcli

"According to Sir Homy Oumpbell- 
Uauncruiua" said Mr. Chamberlain, "we 
ought to huTC skulked back to our holes 
when Mr. Kruger refused to listen to 
our peaceful representations. That would 
have lost, us South Africa, weakened 
our hold upon India, and owned itr; the 
contempt Of mankind." tie reiterated 
that tin- war was inevitable, "although, 
doubtless Mr. Kruger would have pre- 
ferred to wait until England was involv- 
ed with some oilier power." 

deferring to the conditions under 
which the Gladstone government granted 
the convention of 1888, he denied that 
the grant was made (because Mr. Glad- 
stone feared a general Dutch rising. 
"The real reason," he asserted, "was be- 
cause the Gladstone government believ- 
ed the annexation of the Transvaal in 
1H87 occurred under a misapprehension 
by l»rd Bcaconslield, that a majority of 
the Boers desired •annexation. It was 
afterwards proved that this was not 
their desire and the annexation was can- 
celled." 

Referring to the basis and conditions 
of settlement after the war, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said: "I do not like to divide the 
skin before I have caught the hear, but 
1 must insist that the Boers by their 
own action have created a clean sheet 
upon which we can write what we 
please; and I feel convinced that our 
loyal fellow subjects in Cape Colony and 
Natal would regard no solution as dur- 
able which did not provide beyond the 
shadow of a doubt for the .supremacy of 
I ho British flag — the only guarantee of 
.settled peace and the only security for 
the jllfit treatment of all the races of 
Sou tli Africa." 



FIGHTING AT KIMBERLEY. 

Itritish Muke a Night Sortie and Take 
Boers by Surprise. 

Pretoria, Nov. 27.— Gen. Dutort re- 
ports that the British made n sortie from 
Kiruberley early on Saturday morning 
and tired on the Boers with artillery and 
infantry in the darkness. He say's: 

'The British advanced to where the 
Itlocinbof Boer force was stationed, and 
on our side there were three hundred 
men. Gen. Dutort, who was nine miles 
off, hastened to assisL the Bloembof con- 
tingent with a hundred men. 

"Nine burghers were killed, 17 wound- 
ed and some are missing. The British 
left on the field a private and sergeant." 

It is reported the British attempted to 
leave Kfmberley on the east side to meet 
the troops from Belmont. 

Commandant Lubb was severely 
wounded. 



REVISED CASUALTY. LISTS. 

LonTJon, Nov. 20.— The revised list of 
British casualties at Belmont shows: 
Officers killed 4, wounded 22; non-com- 
missioned officers and privates killed 4G, 
wounded 225, of which number the 
Guards had 35 killed, and 150 wounded. 

The revised list, of casualties sustained 
by Gen. Hildyard's forces at the battle 
of Beacon mil shows: Killed II!, wound- 
ed (18, missing 1, prisoners 8. 



THE QUEEN'S HOLIDAY. 

Pianned to include a VisH to Germany 
but This Reported Changed. 

Loudon, Nov. 29.— Truth announces 
that Emperor William has achieved one 
of the objects of his visit to England 
in having induced Queen Victoria to give 
:i ■conditional promise to visit the Priis- 
sion court during the last week of April. 
"She will travel, it appears, from North 
Italy to Germany by the St. Gothard tun- 
nel and be Germany's guest for several 
days at CoblontK or Potsdam. Her Maj- 
esty's visit will be entirely private. 

The Merlin correspondent of the Daily 
Mail says: "King Humbert has invited 
[Ihnperor William and Queen Victoria to 
go to Bordighera in April and both have 
accepted. The Queen had originally in- 
tended to go to Potsdam but this plan 
was shelved in favor of a meeting in 
Italy." 



THE BOSTON HAY CONTRACT. 

Canadian Government Finds Inferior 
Stuff Supplied and an Expensive 
Delay the Result. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Nov. 29.— Officials of the de- 
partment of agriculture have rejected a 
large quantity of hay which Blonniing- 
dale, the Boston contractor, supplied for 
shipment to South Africa. The result 
has been undue detonsion of the vessel, 
involving demurrage to the extent of 
$250 a day. The imperial government 
has consented to pay this extra cost. 

(By Associated Press.) 
Boston, Nov. 29. — The sailing of the 
steamer Montaux which has been load- 
ing hay for South Africa, has boon de- 
layed R number of days, as much of the 
hay has failed to pass inspection. This 
delay not only is unsatisfactory to the 
British governomnf, as the hay is great- 
ly needed by the cavalry in South Afri- 
ca, but it is also a matter of no small ex- 
pense to the government, as the demur- 
rage on the steamer is $250 a day. Can- 
adian officials acting for the British gov- 
ernment have agreed to get the steamer 
Montaux at Capetown by the first day of 
January, however.

When 
they left four or live cases a day were 
reported and the hospitals were all full. 
They came out by way of Dawson. They 
say things look well there for laboring 
men. Good men we.e being paid high 
wages to work under contract for the 
season. 

Aldermen recently declined to pay the 
expenses of policemen who go outside of 
Vancouver to arrest criminals, who have 
committed offences in the city.

Civil gov- 
ernment Is. to be extended throughout the 
Islands, as rapidly as possible, on lines 
somewhat similar to tlie arrangements ef- 
fected for the government of the Island of 
Xegros. 

Attention Is Invited to the report of the 
Philippines commission as to why It Is im- 
possible for us to part with the islands, 
and us lo the great commercial advantages 
lu holding them. 

Attention Is also onlled to the fact that 
the Cuban census will not lie completed

Big Gold Find in an Atlin 
Creek— Forty-MHe Dis- 
trict Good. 



The C. I". N. company's steamer Dan- 
ube arrived yesterday shortly before 
noon from the north, ,vith 42 passengers, 
15,509 canes of salmon and something 
like §170,000 in gold and drafts. She

I Ie 
was out duel; .shooting and in placing his 
gun in the boat the weapon n;n* acci- 
dentally discharged. 

A. new discovery of an exceedingly rich 
free milling gold quartz ledge is reported 
in the bed of Pine creel;, near Nugget 
point. According to ,1, Si. Clair J 11 u c U- 
i It, who recently came out over the trails 
the new ledge was unearthed by miners 
working the pincers, anil it is said that 
the lyord Hamilton syndicate has bonded 
the property. The ledge is four feet wide 
and a sample of the ore assayed went 
$1,000 to the ton. The ledge has been 
worn down by the stream and Mr. Black- 
en -said: "I left Atlin Saturday noon and 
came over the old Fantail trail. There 
is eight inches of snow on the trail, nhd 
in a week or ten dli}<5 the route will be 
in good condition. The so-called new 
trail is not wholly a success, altliough 
parts of it are travelled. On the whole 
the new trail is the old Fantail. Work 
of cutting out the trail and putting up 
the Hags for guidance is in progress be- 
tween Tepee and Log Cabin, and in 
eight to ten days it will be in good oon- 
dition. 

"There are stopping pluces at Tnlt-ti, 
(■'olden Gate, Hale's, Munson, Tepee and 
Log Cabin. The distance between Tepee 
and Log Cabin i« the longest between 
any two road houses on the route. It is 
IS miles. 

"The new homes of the Bank of Hall- 
fas and the Bank of British North 
America, have been completed. The 
Bank of Halifax has moved into its new 
quarters, and the other batik will be set- 
tled at home by the last of the month." 

"The fate or the much heralded and 
exploited Ohilkoot railroad and tunnel 
proposition lies in the balance, and sev- 
eral important mover; nro open for the 
disposition of the ease by those who sit 
at the checker hoard" says the Alaskan 
or the same date. "The White I'ass & 
Yukon railroad has been negotiating for 
the acquirement of the line, and Mr. 
King, manager of the Victoria-Yukon 
Trading company, has appeared on the 
tieone to buy the property witii the hope 
that in ho doing he will insure the con- 
summation or the tunnel and railroad 
idea and consequently the creation of 
traffic for the scows his company builds 
and sends down the Yukon from Bennett 
every open season.

II. B. McCarty, American customs 
collector at Fort Cudahy writing to a 
friend on the coast under September 24, 
say. 

"I arrived at this point, which is on the

much engaged in getting up a customs 
house, and in preparing for the winter. 
I have not yet learned much of the 
country, but from what I have learned, 
1 do not hesitate to say this is to be the 
greatest place anywhere in nil Un<!!e 
Sam's domain for money making in any 
manner. 

"The whole country is rich in gold, to 
say nothing of copper and other mineral. 
1 have met hundreds who have been up 
the river and it« tributaries this season, 
and have not seen one not satisfied with | th 
it for a gold producing country, 

"Jack Wade creek, which is n tribu- 
tary to Walker's Fork, whiell Hows into 
the south fork of Forty-Mile, is consid- 
ered to have as good diggings as any in 
Klondike. Much or the gold is of the 
higher grade. 

"1 hiM-p seen gold from most of the 
creeks above here. There has been no 
work done in this section, save rocking 
on the bars by a few old-timers for grub 
stakes. 

"There are any amount of opportuni- 
ties here in the way of business. Profits 
are good and the corporation stores are 
losing their grip on the trade. 

"The weather so far has been very 
pleasant. Not cold and no snow in sight. 
An eighth of a quarter of an inch, of ice

them. While in the city on his way 
to .Victoria a few days ago he said 
further: 

"The White Horse copper fields rank 
second to none.

PYRAMID HAltBOIt. 

Sir :- A lengthy dissertation on the 
Alaskan boundary question appears in 
the iSun Francisco Weekly Examiner of 
the lGth of November, inst. It stretches 
Ollt several columns in length, but if 
stripl of its verbosity, dues not amount 
to very much. Facts are greatly mixed. 
The article userts that Britain will in- 
sist on having Pyramid Harbor, Noth- 
ing of the son is even hinted at in a 
parliamentary paper, issued June 3rd, 
1890, from the foreign office, and laid be- 
fore the British parliament, giving in de- 
tail the proceedings of die joint high com- 
mission in Washington, in February, re- 
lating to the British proposals for arbi- 
tration on the Alaskan boundary. 

It proposes rules governing the action 
of the Arbitrators as follows: 

a. Adverse holding or proscription dur- 
ing a period of fifty years shall make 
good the title. . . 

b. The arbitrators may recognize and 
give effect lo rights of claims resting on 
any of the ground valid according to in- 
ternational law that the arbitrators may 
deem applicable to the case, which are 
not in contravention of rule (a). 

e. In determining the boundary, if the 
territory of one party shall be found by 
Hie tribunal to have been at the date of 
this treaty in occupation of the subjects 
or citizens of the other party, such effect 
be given to such occupation, us reason, 
justice, the principles of International 
law and the equities of the- case require, 
Tlie most interesting anil important 
statement in the Examiner's article is 
ontained in the following paragraph: 
"The American proposition was and it 
is to be hoped that it still will be— we 
will not cede Pyramid Harbor, nil Amer- 
ican port, to Canada. We will agree to 
submit both the American and the Cana- 
dian line to :i court ,>f arbitrators so cir- 
cumscribed in its authority thai it can 
decide only upon the justice of the rival 
lines." 

It is incorrect to slate that "the Cana- 
dian or British proposition is— cede Pyr- 
amid Harbor to Canada first and tlien 
fix the permanent boundary by arbitra- 
tion."

Some of the Changes Proposed by the 
Telephone Company— The Cable. 

Mr. Herbert W. Iv-nt. general super- 
intendent of the telephone system of the 
four coast cities, now controlled by one 
syndicate and Mr. .1. A. Baylis, electri- 
cal engineer for Ihe Bell Telephone com- 
pany, witli headquarters at Montreal, 
spent yesterday in the city and succeeded 
in locating the trouble which has caused 
so much cussing on the part of users of 
the company's 'phones in Victoria during 
Ihe last five days. The trouble was 
'caused by one of the company's cables 
| falling mi a trolley wire and destroying 
a number of circuits. Men were imme- 
diately put to work to repair ihe damage 
and the system will he in good working 
order in ii few days. Mr. Baylis also 
made a few improvements while here 
which will be appreciated by subscribers. 

As to the general improvement of the 
system Mr. Kent says the company has 
been harassed by the fact that the elec- 
trical companies have been so busy of 
late that, they could not supply their 
wants immediately. But the work will 
he pushed as rapidly as possible and be- 
fore the spring the metallic system will 
be fully installed and the noises which 
make the quick tempered feel like tear- 
ing their 'phones off the wall will lie 
things of the past. The company intend 
to give Victoria a service equal to the 
best. 

Another very great improvement that 
they intend to make will be welcome to 
firemen and property owners in the busi- 
ness portion of the city. They intend to 
replace the large number of win s which 
now make a net-work over the main 
streets, with cables, wherever it can be 
done. Twenty thousand feet of cable 
lias been ordered and will do away with 
innumerable wires. 

After the system in the cit ies have been 
perfected the company will turn their at- 
tention lo the laying of a Mainland-Is- 
land cable. Mr. Baylis considers this a 
large undertaking, as the cable would 
he one of the longest telephone cables in 
the world, but Mr. Kent ndded "We in- 
tend to go ahead with it anyway."

These qualities and many other 
admirable ones are possessed 'by our 
troops and the consequence is Quit posi- 
tions chosen with care 'by an enemy 
familiar with every fool of the country, 
^strengthened by weeks of preparation 
and defended with modern arms of t In- 
most approved kind, are carried by our 
men, not indeed without great difficulty 
and loss hut in a manner that must com- 
mand', the admiration of mankind. There 
never has been more splendid courage 
shown than that exhibited by our troops 
jn charging upon the entrenched positions 
of tile enemy. 

Wo printed yesterday an alleged state- 
ment of the Boer plans, which attribut- 
ed to them the disposition of their forces 
m> as to cut off the British retreat in both 
Natal ami Capo Colony. This may have 
been the original intention, but it can 
iltirdly apply to the situation as it now 
'•xists. It. would seem to be a foolish 
disposition in view of the fact (that the 
railways from the Capo and Durban are 
in our hands, and new troops are con- 
stantly going forward. Besides all this, 
there does not appear to be the least 
reason to suppose our troops to be likely 
to retreat, and the Boers will have more 
than they can do gcting out of the way 
-of the advance. 

The news from Ladysmith is satisfac- 
tory though not very recent.

The sobering effect of responsibility 
is well illustrated by the article in til 
Columbian of recent date dealing with 
the question of Oriental immigration 
Whether one subscribes to or dissents 
from Hie posilion taken, there can be no 
two opinions as to the excelenl temper 
in which the article is written and tin 
eviih ill desire lo reach what is, from our 
contemporary's point of view the true 
solution of the problem. 

Oriental immigration naturally dividi 
itself info two classes, the Japanese ami 
the Chinese. They apparently stand on 
quite different toolings. So far as h 
yet developed the Imperial government 
has taken no stand against anti-Chinese 
legislation, but as the Judicial Commit- 
tee of the Pvivy Council has decided 
that legislation restricting the right* 
aliens, as such, is ultra vires the local 
legislature, any nl tempt to pass restric- 
tive laws would be, as our contemporary 
intimates, simply an appeal to the ignor- 
ant and unthinking. If I he whole ques- 
tion turned upon Imperial disallowance, 
it might with some show of plausibility 
be argued that, if a provincial legislature 
showed its determination to 'have certain 
legislation by repeatedly re-enacting it 
in the face of repeated disallowance, the 
Imperial government might in the end 
yield, but when the question is a consti- 
tutional one turning upon the interpreta- 
tion of the British North America Aot, 
the decision of the highest court of ap- 
peal settles the matter for all time, or 
until the act may lie amended. We sec 
no relief from any evil. Mowing from pro- 
miscuous Oriental legislation, which the 
local house is in a position to grant, and 
the Columbian is apparently of the same 
opinion. 

We are glad to see our contemporary 
coming around so thoroughly to file Col- 
onist's view of this important, matter. 
In so doing it tacitly condemns much 
which its co-workers for file present ad- 
ministration have advanced, and for 
which -a great deal of credit was claimed 
for Mr. Seinlin and his colleagues, but 
we have grown so accustomed to this 
sort of thing that ii hardly calls for any 
comment.

Chief Rheppnrd yesterday morn in 
warded to the board of police oommis- 
ignutiou of the position of 
ty police force. The retir- 
ing chief would not admit this when 
spoken to yesterday out from one of tho 
police commissioners it was learned that 
the resignation had been received. Com- 
ing at; it did just, alter the close of the 
recent investigation and before the com- 
missioners had given their decision ou 
the charge preferred against the chief, 
his action was rather a surprise to those 
Who first heard of it, but it was not to 
the commissioners. They had come to 
a decision and it was adverse to the 
ehief. He was so notified and his resig- 
nation followed. 

The commissioners have thus been re- 
lieved of u rather unpleasant duty, for 
had not the resignation been forthcoming 
their report on the charge preferred 
against the chief would have 'been more 
severe than it will now he. The report 
was being drafted yesterday and will be 
made public lit a meeting of the com- 
missioners to lie held on Friday morning 
at 1 1 o'clock :it the city hall. 

The charges against the chief were 
contained in a letter to the commission- 
ers from Constable Clayards and were 
us follows: 

"The inebriety of Sergt. Walker, both 
on and oft duly, is notorious, and within 
the knowledge of the Chief of Police and 
other members of the department, as I 
can prove, When asked why I did not 
report liini to the chief, I replied that it 
Would do no good. 

"As a matter of fact, the chief lias 
long been aware of the Sergeant's short- 
comings, and has never suspended him, 
or, tn the best of my Knowledge, ever re- 
ported him to the police commissioners." 

At tlie investigation Chief Sheppard 
said lie had seen the sergeant under the 
influence of liquor but not. drunk. Ho 
did not know the meaning of the word 
"inebriety," 

The commissioners have not yet come 
a conclusion as to whether they con- 
sider Constable Clayards' explanation of 
his actions towards his superior otlicer 
in the Laeoste case, satisfactory. In 
fact all the evidence given before tin? 
comuiitisioners had not been received 
yesterday. However, it is probable that 
the commissioners will get together to- 
day and prepare a report on the Clay- 
ards' case for presentation at to-mor- 
row's meeting. One of the commission- 
ers said yesterday that he thought Con- 
stable Clayards had acted a little indis- 
creetly, Ibut he did not consider his ac- 
tion any more serious than that. 

It is just eleven years since Chief 
Sheppard was appointed to the position 
from which he resigned yesterday. Prev- 
ious to that he had served on tile force 
at intervals ms constable and sergeant 
since 1802. In hw younger days he was 
considered one of the most callable offi- 
cers, and when appointed chief there 
were few men considered more compe- 
tent than he. In hitler years, however, 
his age has told against him and his 
greatest fault has been that he was too

DEAF MUTE SCHOOL. 

Government to Be Petitioned to Assume 
Control of the One Here. 

'The following petition to the Lieut. - 
Governor in council is being circulated: 

"Whereas, some deaf and dumb pupil* 
of this prvoince are being taught in 
schools of other provinces of this Do- 
minion, and in California, while others 
within iis limits are unprovided for, and 

"Whereas, such pupils are being most 
successfully taught, writing, (spelling, 
arithmetic, sewing, and a system of 
physical culture, by which two pupils- 
born 'deaf mutes' — arc learning to talk 
and hear ill a school in the city of Vic- 
toria, provided for their instruction dur- 
ing the remainder of the present year by 
the residents nnd municipal officers of 
said city. 

"Now, therefore, we pray your honor- 
able body that, at: the earliest possible 
date, you will assume the control and 
maintenance of the said school, and make 
it a non-sectarian institution that may 
receive all such pupils within the prov- 
ince, that may have reached the age of 
three years, nnd in which all pupils that 
that have reached the age of eighteen 
years may have the privilege or being 
paid for nil service's rendered and charg-

Order Made Vesting the Pro. 
perty in Nicol, and Defend- 
ant Liberated. 



The Ion;; pending case of Canessa vs. 
Nicol ha* been settled and an order hue 
.been made releasing from the New West- 
minster jail the plaintiff Oanessa, who 
was committed over eight months ago 
r..r refnsing to slim a conveyance to the 
stone quarry in dispute which the court 
decided belonged to Nicol. Before the 
order for liberation was made, however, 
:,n order was made vesting the quarry in 
Xicol, Canessa having refused lo the 
last to sign the conveyance. 

The mutter came up before Mr. Justice 
.Martin in chambers yesterday morning. 
Mr. B. P. Davis, Q.C., applied on behalf 
of Nicol for the vesting order and was 
opposed by Mr. I>. C!. Mncdonnell, Q.C. 
After the order had been issued Mr. H, 
A. McLean applied for the release of 
the prisoner, and us titated this was also 
granted no objection being raised by 
counsel for Nicol. 

This was the ease which got Mr. ,los- 
Martin. ex-atorney-general into trou- 
ble with the law society, who suspended 
him for champerty, tin; charge being that 
Canessa had agreed to give him a lease 
of the quarry at a nominal figure if he 
won the case. When the trial judge de- 
cided against Canessa and committed 
him for reruning to sign the conveyance, 
Mr. Martin appealed to the Full court 
but was not successful. 

Mr. Justice Martin's judgment on the 
mutions made yesterday follow: 

•The prisoner has been in jail for over 
eight months and I agree with both 
counsel in now regarding him as a mono- 
maniac on this subject, and no good ob- 
ject will be attained by bin further im- 
prisonment under the circumstances. The 
(I'lisent of the defendant and the grant- 
ing of the vesting order remove any dif- 
ficulty, so far as the opposite party is 
concerned, and as regards the court it- 
self its dignity will not he affected by 
taking a merciful view of the situation 
and liberating such a prisoner. I accept, 
en this occasion, Mr. McLean's explana- 
tion of the absence of an affidavit ami 
Ms undertaking to file one and on his 
tiling an affidavit verifying in substance 
|he representations he has made on 
prisoners behalf the order for liberation 
n'my issue.

An Interesting Gathering of 
Steamships at the Outer 
Wharves. 



Anxiety Becomes Keener for 
the Safety of the Over- 
due Vessels. 



The outer wharf presented a busy 
seem- lasl evening. Lined up at the piers 
were the Northern Pacific steamer Bea- 
coushire, just in from the Orient; the 
Northern Pacific steamer City of Dub- 
lin outward bound; the Danube from 
the North with treasure and valuable 
cargo and the ship Coriolanus with a 
partially completed salmon cargo for 
London, Eng. The Beaconshirc came in 
from China and Japan, after undergoing 
quarantine inspection at 5 o'clock. She 
left Yokohama on Hie 10th of this month 
and for ten days ('apt. lOlliot says he ex- 
perienced tin? worst weather he has ever 
encountered, -but his ship fortunately sus- 
tained no injury. The glass during the 
whole time was not up to 1>!) n< [ gen . 
erally remained at U8.70. OIT shore on 
this side of the Pacific only one vessel 
was seen and she was a British ship 
showing the signals 1'. ,1. T. II. which 
was sighted at 8 o'clock on Monday 
morning in latitude 2D.30 north, longi- 
tude 133.30 west. The Bcaconshire 
brings for Victoria -1,000 packages of 
general cargo; 7 Chinese of a total of 12 
on board and 1 120 Japs out of a total 
number of 2.12. She is a new ship to thvs 
port — a tramp with an immense carry- 
ing capacity. She had little more than 
commenced to discharge freight when 
the City of Dublin was ready to sail 
with a large general cargo of ilortr, cot- 
ton, cigars, cigarette, etc.. amounting in 
all to 5,400 tons. She received lo Chi- 
nese passengers here, two more than em- 
barked on the Sound. Mrs. Gould, the 
wife of the skipper of the long lost: Peli- 
can, and her two little children were in 
the cabin on !' ir way to Hongkong. 
The Danube left late in the evening for 
Steveston to discharge her salmon cargo. 

THE OVEUDUK FLEET. 

Vessels Must Have Been Terribly Bat- 
tered by thi' Storm Monday. 

More apprehension is felt for the safety 
of the overdue fleet of sailing ves- 
sels, as the vessels fail to report and 
are not seen by incoming steamers. The 
terrible storm, which forced the U. S. 
transport Victoria to return to Seattle 
on Monday with a lot of dead horses 
in her hold and with dozens of the ani- 
mals maimed, goes to show that the Col- 
usa, 40 days oill from Kahuliii; the High- 
land Light, which left San Francisco 
for Nanaimo ou October 11, and which 
when sighted by the Conlingn 75 miles 
south of the Cope had a disabled rud- 
der; the schooner American Girl which 
left Siui Francisco for the Sound on 
OctoberS; the bark Ferris S. Thompson, 
which n fortnight or more ago was 
spoken by the ship ,T.B, Brown, long 



since in port, becalmed off the Island 
coast, and the nitrate laden Peruvian 
bark Libertad. which sailed from Pis- 
agua on August 23 last, are at least 
having rough experiences.

Daily Advertiser, which appears to point 
to a romance rather than political in- 
trigue or warlike operations. The bod 
was picked up by the steamer Florida, 
floating in the river, and partially clad in 
the uniform of a trooper. No wounds or 
oilier murks of violence were discover- 
able upon the body, bill tied tightly 
round the neck was a lace mantilla such 
as is worn by the most aristocratic o 
the Spanish ladies of the ancient town 
and under the left ear were the plain and 
unmistakable imprints of four sinal' 
levidently feminine! lingers. The Flori 
da carried the body on to Calumpit, and 
on her return voyage delivered it to th 
authorities lit Manila.

They found a 
small stock' of rifles, revolvers and am- 
munition, which was confiscated, despite 
Ihc protests of the friars that the arms 
were not intended for unlawful use,

With reference to the mission to China 
of Mr. Pritdiard-Morgan. whose arrival 
i'i Shanghai was reported several weeks 
ago, an English paper publishes tin; fol- 
lowing "with authority"; 

"The Dowager Empress of China has 
caused a telegram to be despatched to 
London requesting Mr. Pritehurd-Mor- 
gan, M.P. for Morthyr Tydvil, to proceed 
to Ohinu at once, in order to commence 
mining and commercial operation in the 
province, of Szechuan." 

And it a. Ids the following explanation 
of [he message: 

"Tlie message ol the Empress Dowager 
is explained by the fact that Mr. Pritch- 
ard-.Morgan has been appointed unolllcia] 
adviser on mining affairs to the Count of 
Peking and administrator of Szecnuan. 
Mr. Pritchard-Morgau's mission to China 
is to place the whole of the mining af- 
fairs of Die Empire on a thoroughly 
business basis. It is an enormous task, 
He commences work in Szechuun, the 
wealthiest province in China, and one of 
the wealthiest tracts in the world. 

"Mr. Pritchurd-.Morgan is to hold a 
complete geological survey of Szechuan. 
He has secured the services of Mr. Jack, 
for a long time government geologist of 
Queensland, for a period of t'hree years. 
Two assistant geologists go with Mr. 
Jack. Chungking will be made the head- 
quarters of the survey. Mr. Pritchard- 
Morgan will stop with Mr. Archibald 
Little. He will, however, first go to 
Peking. Mr. Pritchnrd-Morgan has con- 
siderable interest in gold mines in North 
China, as Well as in Korea. He expects 
to return to England next, spring in time 
for the opening of parliament." 

In connection with the noticeable 
usurpation of all Imperial authority by 
the grout Empress Downger, the Echo do 
Chine says that at the audience at 
which M. de Giers presented the trans- 
lation of the account of the Czar's trav- 
els in the Far East hofovo ho ascended 
the throne, to the EmpresH Dowager of 
China, tho latter occupied the throne, 
and the Emperor was seated below her

An event'which speaks for itsoW on the 
lawless state of tho country bordering on 
and beyond the new territory, Kowloon, 
on the mainland, occurred quite recently:

A message 
was sent to the father demanding of him 
a ransom somewhat beyond his means 
and consequently the father could not 
pay it. The fiends, believing that he 
was able to raise the money if he wished, 
again sent to him threatening that If 
the money was not sent within u speci- 
fied time the hoy would be returned in 
pickle, and, the money not being sent, 
actually put their threat into effect, tin 
dead body of the boy being returned tt 
the father in a jar of brine. The per- 
petrators of this horrible outrage are still 
at large and apparently the Chinese au- 
thorities are making no effort to arrest 
them.

ELECTRICITY FROM THE SEA. 

Details of the Novel Proposal for Light- 
ing Vancouver and New West- 
minster. 

The following is tlio text of the applleii 
Hon Which, as already reported, has been 
forwarded to tile minister of marine at Ot- 
tawa by Fred Peters and B. .!. Fader or 
Vancouver: 

Sir: We have the lienor to bring to yout 
attention an application for a grant or 
grants of the following portions of the fore 
shore nnd land covered with water in flu 
harbor of Vancouver. 

In this connection we may add for special 
consideration ami as a Justification for a 
nominal pecuniary couslilunitloti m-lug in 
sorted in these grants the objeel and pin 
pose of tills application and the ndvnntiigi 
i,, !„■ derived by the government of Canadn 

The extraordinary force of the tides n 
tin- points in Vancouver hnrbor mentlontM 
lias hitherto rendered tin- water for soun 
distance out not only water to be avoided 
but dangerous lo navigation. 

No use of these points Is made excep- 
tor lights and a tog bell. No use so til! 
as we are aware lias hitherto been sin; 
gested for the foreshores. We propose to 
utilize this hitherto useless force and to 
generate an electric power which will 
serve Vancouver, New Westminster, 
and at the same lime provide cheaper and 
more efficient power for local purpose; 
than Is otherwise possible under existing 
circumstance!!. Having obtained thos, 
grants with the conditions liereinaflei 
srggcHted, we Intend to form a company 
with all the capital required and then to 
proceed under the provisions of the in 
respecting obstructions In navigable water 
(where again the officers of tin- government 
as well as the public will have every op 
nortunlty to watch our action and to pro 
tort their Interests from any possibly In 
jury) to obtain the approval of the Govern 
or-Gcnernl-in-Councll to the plans for mil 
islng the water power at these points. W< 
lire content that the grants applied for shall 
provide thai do Interference with the light 
house or grounds required therefor tihull 
take place without the approval la wilting 
of tho lion, the minister of marine and fish- 
eries for Canada being first obtained; thai 
the grants; Shall bo Void unless within tWfl 
yrnvs from their date the proposed works 
have been established; that a condition of 
the grants shall he thai on and after the 
expiration of (wo years from their date, 
the lion, the minister of marine ami fisheries 
may require at the sole expense of the 
grantees, their heirs, executors, administra- 
tors or assigns, to furnish sufficient electric 
lights and fog signals of the said points 
us aids to navigation. The grants may 
further provide thill should the works at 
any time be abandoned or for any reason 
cense operation for a period of one year the 
grants shall become void. 

We feel satisfied that this proposition 
will so commend itself to you that, once 
convinced of its practicability, you will 
give It your cordial approval. For tills 
purpose as It Is largely In the public in- 
terest we would be happy to go fully into 
the details of (lie scheme on the spot with 
any officer yon may direct to Investigate 
and report. We are, etc.

Russian Geologist Reports Its 
Discovery an d Staklnfl of 
Several Locations. 

His Belief That Cailboo Will 
Soon Be Great Centre of 
Quartz Mining.

To thv liuum oi iU . Colonist, 

Sir: I wish to draw the attention of 
your readers to an important discovery, 
made a short time ago by myself in Cari- 
boo county, British Columbia. I am in 
this part of the province since about 
three months. 1 al n supervising the col- 
lecting of tree seeds in the interest of un 
association of Russian noblemen who 
wish to replant their forests with seeds 
froin a northern latitude of this part of 
the Continent. I am a geologist and ex- 
plorer of many years' experience. 

It is u well known fact that the Frascr 
river is rich in placer gold. Till now, so 
I was told, the sources of this gold have 
been entirely unknown. I am satislield 
that I have 'been fortunate enough to dis- 
cover the very formation which is to be 
considered as the source of the greatest 
part, of the gold. 1 have found the gold 
in place. 

Tho bed of the l'raser river from the 
Cottonwood Canyon upwards to Fort 
George almost invariably is formed by 
tlie strata of the rcystallinic slates of the 
oldest formation (Archaean). These 
stratas are standing perpendicularly or 
slanting. Ai some places this formation 
the strata of the crystal linlc slates of the 
tertiary, but everywhere (he gravel, 
sands and debris of glaciers has been de- 
posited over the whole surface of this 
part, of the country, leaving only excep- 
tionally places, where the bedrock may 
be seen. These gravels and debris also 
contain some gold, but nowhere, as far 
as known, in paying quantities. 

At several places in the river bed, and 
of course at other localities also, but not 
discovered yet, the strata of tho old 
crystallinic formation are interwoven or 
Intersected by huge, irregularly shaped 
masses of conglomerate which, being 
very different according to its eombinu 
lion, size and shape of ingredient min 
erals, color, hardness and structure, at 
most invariably is intersected again iby a 
network- of quartz seams ami ledges, 
varying in thickness from small seams 
up to veins or dykes of twenty feet and 
more diameter. No' a few of these veins 
are true veins between well defined walls, 
and they show besides this every mark 
of a correct gangue or lode: .but most of 
the same are "dykes"— all of them .'ire 
ifull of all sorts of iron pyrites. 

II is well known that in this part of tin 
country, the old crystallinic. slates show 
traces of gold almost everywhere, but 
they are not rich enough to be success- 
fully worked as mines. The main source 
of the immense masses of placer gold 
which the gravel beds of the Frascr river 
contain— although in such a line state, 
that it is almost impossible or very dif- 
ficult and expensive lo recover it, coarse 
gold oceiit rin- only exceptionally— is to 
bo looked after in the conglomerates and 
quartz veins described above. 

Al sonic localities in the Frascr valley 
the conglomerates predominate. Then 
they form the 1)0(1 of the river and il? 
banks. They catch the -.ye of the travel 
lor by their grotesque shape and pecu 
liar color. By decomposition their wealt! 
of metallic ingredients — mostly iron py 
tites— has colored their surface bright 
yellow, brick red, orange and brown of 
ail shades; some are even blnck, other 
white, contrasting to tlie dull exterior of 
the slates and the '.monotony of the gravel 
and sands. They appear as round or oh 
long knobs, cones, clilTs. steep walls, al 
ways adding a new charm to the beauty 
of Ihc scenery of the Frascr valley. 

Thousands and hundreds of thousand 
of tons of these conglomerates cover lie 
surface at certain localities. They are in 
half or fully decomposed condition. Bl 
boulders crumble to pieces when struck 
by a few blows ol" the prospecting haul 
mer^'ul they invariably show free gold 
in varying quantities. Pieces of thi 
ore, taken at random, are often literally 
speckled with line grains of native gold 
when examined by a powerful magnify 
ing glass at bright daylight. The riches 
in gold they contain are simply astonish 
ing. 

These conglomerates seem to form a 
belt crossing the country. Their exten- 
sion is quite unknown yet. It is too late 
in the season to malic further researches, 

This discovery means that this part 
of British Columbia, almost entirely un- 
known to the outer world, at no distant 
time will Iheconie one of the most im- 
portant gold producing countries In the 
world. It abounds in the best timber, 
(spruce, fir, red cedar, cottonwood, birch); 
is easy of access by the navigation on the 
Frascr rivet; has a healthy. Invigorating 
climate, comparing favorttibly to that of 
Eastern Ontario or Southern Wiscon- 
sin, and at many localities has a splen- 
did soil for farming purposes. 

It is a matter of self understanding 
that these discoveries of the gold-bear- 
ing conglomerates described above have 
been already legally secured .by locating 
a sufficient number of claims. 

I have made some other discoveries, 
almost even as important as those men- 
tioned above, but. the matter is not quite 
ripe yet for publication. 

I hereby take full responsibility for 
the contents of this communication.
